."Washington), Feb. 23—The senate com- 
mittee on relations with Cuba have 
agreed to an amendment to the army 
appi opriation bill regarding Cuba, prac 
tically as outlined Saturday night. 


The enure committee is in agreement 


and no opposition is expected from the 
democrats 'nl the senate. 


It is the general impression that the 


agreement today makes an extra ses- 
sion of congress unnecessary. 


In the senate today a resolution was 


offered by Mr, v^allinger of New Hamp 
shire of the committee on pension and 
was adopted authorizing the commit- 
tee 4o make an examination of all the 
laws granting pensions to eoldiers, sur- 
vivors and dependents and make an in- 
vestigation of special pension legisla- 
tion and to inquire nto the general 
subject of pension legislation. 


There has ben considerable doubt as 


to whether President alcKmley would, 
under any circumstances, be willing to 
assume the responsibility of passing on 
the Cuban constitution and the rela- 
tions with Cuba unless the constitution 
hal at first been sent to congress. 


The president ha» at last consented 


in response ,to overtures from almost 
the entire republican representation in 
the senate- to take charge of the con- 
stitution when It is seijt here, provided 
congress shall declare whether in its 
'opinion the United States should have 
the right to Intervene in Cuba, to have 
a voice in the island's foreign affairs, 
to pass upon the question V>f the crea- 
tion of an enormous bonded- debt, to 
supervise sanitary" and commercial in- 
tercourse and to hawe coaling stations. 


If Congres meets this question the 


president is willing to take the re- 
sponsibility of conducting negotiations 
with Cuba without calling- an extra 
session.

•he went down is certain.

ea and Europe during the past year or 
so. There has been a considerable ad- 
vance in price, which sound canners

The trapmcn and casners of Puget 


sound and Alaska have their plans al- 
ready laid for' 1§01 'and have begun to 
see them executed. 
Many canneries 


are increasing their capacity. 
The 


catch is expected to be much ahead of 
lost year because this is the year for a 
big run, according to tradition, which 
says that both the humpback and socfc- 
eye varieties should run this year. In 
1000 the pack of Puget sound was 475,- 
000 cases, worth about $2,500,000. In 
1890 the pack amounted to 875,000 
cases, worth at the prices of this year 
about $4,250,000. This year the pack of 
Puget sound is expected to reach 
$5,000,000.

It bas been an eventful congress in 


many respects, and, although lacking 
the thrill and excitement incident to tho j 
war with Spain, yet it inherited much 
of the work of reconstruction aud ex- 
pense made necessary by the events of 
that war.

attitude of the government toward our 
new insular possessions. 
While this

of government for Por'o Rioo, legisln 
tive, executive nn1 judicial, togethe: 
with a comprehendvo plau of iBising 
revenues for the island. 


The status of the Philippines lias been 


an unfailing source- of debate in both 
branches of congress. 
At the first ses- 


sion Senater Spooner proposed a brief 
measure, confirming the president's au- 
thority to shape tlw siftairs of the isl- 
ands until congress had passed finally 
upon questions relating to their polit- 
ical status. 
This proposition, in an 


amended form, has now been grafted 
upon the army appropriation bill, al- 
though it is to be determined Vvhctlur 
the provision will be accepted by either 
or both houses. 


Cuban legislation has been in abey- 


ance, pending the action of the con- 
stitutional convention of Cuba in fram- 
ing the constitution of the island. 


Another important achievement in in- 


sular legislation was that of enacting 
a law giving Hawaii a complete form of 
territorial government.

But the congress draws to a close with 


some of the most important measures 
before it still in doubt, and quite like- 
ly to expire without final action, Includ- 
ing the Mcaraguan canal bill, tlio ship- 
ping subsidy bill, the Pacific cable bill 
and the oleomargarine bill. 
The fate 


of some of these measures is very much 
in doubt, but at this late day in the ses- 
sion the chances are decidedly against 
them. 


The appropriations

congress will reach an unusually large 
figure, aggregating for the two ses-

$1,457,269,457. 


This is about $110,000,000 less than the 
aggregate appropriations of the pre- 
ceding congress, which, however, cov- 
ered the period of the Spanish war, 
when ilie appropriations ran in a siuglo 
year up to $393,281,615. 


The act reorganizing the army and 


placing the military establishment on a, 
permanent b.isis probably is the most 
important piece of general legislation 
enacted during the present session, and 
one of the most important measures 
placed on the ,«tatute book& in recent 
years. 


The financial legislation of this con- 


gress has been of unusual importance, 
nnd has placed on the statute books the 
law establishing the gold 
standard, 


providing for the redemption and re- 
issue of tiie interest-bearing bonded ob- 
ligations of the United States, establish- 
ing a permanent gold reserve of $150,- 
000,000, regulating national banks, and 
making numerous provisions respect- 
ing circulation and the tax on circula- 
tion. 


The revenue legislation of this con-

The. name spider runs back to the Saz- 


eu, spinan, to spin; «lse the root of that 
tuistere rrord spinster. The Dntch name 
for the insect i» cop or cob, a head; hence 
cobweb, head or cobwoven, is licfually 
allied to the go famous Spioa-Kop. 
But 


cobweb is by no nie«nR so expressive as 
gossamer or somaerwebbea, the summer 
woven. 


In substnnee spider web is nearly iden- 


tical \rita silk. But the spinners of it are 
far too wise to reel it up into cocoons, 
which may be plundered by niea to feed 
the desire, of the eyes and the pride of 
life. 
Web spinning is very wonderful 


work. The workers indeed deserve high 
rank as civil engineers, and often deal 
with knotty problpms in ways bespeak- 
ing almost human intelligence, as, for in- 
stance, wken they spin loose threads so 
deftly and wifh such nice calculation of 
wind force tant the loose ends are carried 
exactly to the chosen spot, often a couple 
of yards away, and there anchor them- 
selves of their own motion. It is thus 
the fairy cables which net trees and 
boughs and stretch across all summer 
paths are set in place. They are invisi- 
ble save where th? full sun glints upon 
them or else when a misty morning 
strings them with dewdrops. None the 
less they hold firm and serve as aerial 
passageways along which the spiders run 
to and fro safely aad swiftly, or else 
they serve as guys to brace the main 
web. 
In spinning the spider shows ar- 


chitectural genius to match her engineer- 
ing skill.

First she surveys a site, then stretches 


across it a strong thread. She is not par- 
ticular about having this first thread very 
taut. All that can be managed later. 
She spins another thread from tha end- of 
this diagonally te aaetber point, whence 
she goes to a third anchorage, a fourth, 
even a ifth. New she' Mas a clear central 
inclosed at irregular angles. The incles- 
ing threads have beetf spun of pure silk. 


The next thiag is te go over them with 


a viscid exudation which will make what- 
ever touches them stick. When that Is 
done, she spins the web proper, running 
from side ta side, with a thread trailing 
behind her, until all the web spokes are 
in place. Before ehe weaves the rays to- 
gether with crossing threads she must 
know that both tkey .( and the anchor 
threads are dependable. 
So she runs 


about, stretching, straining every one, 
and if it breaks spinning it over. Where 
there is pronounced slack she either takes 
it up by splicing a new thread next the 
center and fastening it outside or by at- 
taching light weights, pebbles, bits of 
stick, and so on, to the web's lower edge. 


Now begins the last work— running 


round and round. The crossing threads 
are spun double, first very fine, then 
with a coarser ply. At the middle, where 
the ray threads meet and cross, she ei- 
ther builds herself a snug station or after 
everything is done cuts away the tangle 
and leaves a small, clear space. This is 
the parlor into which the traditional fly 
was invited, with disastrous results, but 
Mme. Spider does not habitually sit in 
it. Instead she lurks oat of sight, am- 
bushed at the foot of a ray thread. When 
vibrations tell of prey, she seeks the par- 
lor, locates the disturbance and straight- 
way goes to see abeut it. A strong wing- 
ed insect, as a wasp er bumblebee, left 
to himself will soon bresk out of her 
flimsy toils, though he may so entangle 
his wings in doing it that he never flies 
again. So she takes no chances. Nimbly 
she runs down the nearest ray thread, 
spinning as she runs. When she is a lit- 
tle beyond her victim, she dexterously 
loops her new cable round him, draws it 
tsut and fastens it. 


When this has been repeated half a 


dozen times, the prey, bound wing and 
foot, is ready for removal. She fastens 
a new thread at the parlor, loops it 
around the fly or waso, carries it back 
nud pulls it as tight as she can. Some- 
times she moves her prey a whole half 
inch with one thread. Tbe next thing is 
to cut away nil the outer threads that 
bold him. This she does quiekly, then 
spina a new cable from the parlor. Thus 
spinning and cutting, unless the prey be 
dispioporiioaatel; big, she brings it at 
last to the parlor or very clos* about it 
and there sucks its juices in leisurely 
content, but if it is too big to be moved 
she gnaws off a leg at a time, suck* 
them and after awhile attacks tho car- 
cass. Sometimes, with fierce stinging in- 
sects, she bites them just back of the 
neck so as to paralyse them.— New lerk 
Sun.

These excuies became so common that 


the Indians came to understand that the

the Indians catne to cordially hate the 
statesman. This hatred was particular- 
ly manifested when James G. Biaine was 
defeated fer the presidency by G rover 
Cleveland. On this occasion the Indians 
fathered at Ttilequah and celebrated tho 
def»nf nt their enemy b» firine off rock- 
ets and by the liberal ase of all sorts of 
rioise producing instruraests.

orJ the thirteenth day of April." 


"Said licenteee sha.ll, before e-ngagirui 


in the sale ot IVUIK, c:a.ui«; ius- luune. 
the number of his license, and his place 
of business to be legibly piaced on each 
outer side o;i all carriages or vehicles 
used by him in conveyance of said milk, 
in Gothic letters not less thanl one inch 
in length, and shall report to th<? in- 
spector of milk any. change of driver o_r 
other person employed by him which 
may occur during the term of this li- 
cense."

A UNIQUE FUND 


Becanae of It ike Citizen* Do ?>\ 


Have to Pay Ts.se*. 


The' village of Prairie tin Roeh< 


Ills., has a fuid that is unique. Th 
little town, which Is Iseated in Rr.. 
dolph county a few miles northwest i 
Chester, not far from the Mississipi 
river, was founded in 1722. 


What were lonpr knoTrn as the "corr 


mon fields" of Prairie du Rcchcr wer 
granted to the village in 1730 by Jea: 
Baptiste St. Therse, a nephew of GOT 
ernor Boibraint, then the supreme po-n 
er in the territory of Louisiana. 
. The early French settlers beld t!i< 
possession of their land in common. > 
tract of land was fixed upon for a com 
mon field, in which all the inhabitant? 
were Interested. To each villager wa; 
assigned a portion, the size dopendiu; 
upon the number of his family. 


Fixed times were assigned for plow 


ing, sowing, harvesting and other agr. 
cultural opt-'i-auoas. 


The land was usually jrranted to enc! 


villager in long, narrow strips, partly 
It is said, from UD old custom in Franci 
and perhaps to insure more efficient 
protection against Indinns or other foe; 
while engaged in the arduous -work of 
tilling the ground. A fence surrounderl 
the whole iuclosnre, but the individual 
lota were not divided from each other. 


Beside the common field another 


tract of land was laid oft as the com- 
mons. All the villagers had free access 
to this as a place of pasture for their 
stock. From this they drew their sup 
ply of fuel. 


In 1852 a portion of this land war 


leased for 99 years, and a part of It wa> 
sold. From these transactions several 
thousand dollars were realized,ami tbi: 
fund 
(s controlled by a special com 


mittee of villagers. Tlie money was 
Ica^i'^ Tot a long term tjf years to fr.iir 
ers la Randolph county at interest, 
payable annually. 


From (his source the village derives 


so much money that tho COO Inhabit- 
ants are almost wholly exempt from 
taxation, all because of an Idea more 
than HO years old of sharing things in

less serious effects than were at first 
feared. 


The severi who remained at the hos- 


pital Saturday are still there, but it 
•was reported from the hospital this af- 
ternoon that each was doing- nicely, and 
that the physicians and nurses are 
much encouraged. 


There have been many false rumors 


started on the streets Sunday and today 
in regard to the condition of members 
of the- party, but none of these had 
any JiDundation in the real condition of 
the patients. The condition of those at 
the hospital is in detail as follows: 


W. S. Underwood sits up in a wheel 


chair arJd goes into his wife's room to 
see her. He is gaining as fast as would 
be expected. 


rMs. Underwood Is in bed, but is im- 


proving rapidly and passed a very com- 
fortable nisht last night. 


rMs. I. S. Browne, whose back was 


badly hurt, Is confined to her bed, ana 
is yet in-bad condition, though improv- 
irl^. She is not yet able to move her- 
self in bed without hehx 


Miss Nellie Browne, her 
daughter, 


whose thigh was severly cut, passed 
last night comfortably and wanted to 
get up this morning, but was not allow- 
ed to- 


Mr, Morrison is in bed, on account of 


his broken ribs he is troubled to get a 
fjull breath, but he is steadily improv- 
ing and passed last nigtit comforta.bly. 


Mrs. Morrison is still suffering from 


shock, and it is feared one of her ribs 
is broken, though this has not been de- 
finitely ascertained. She is confined to 
her bed

with pain in the head arJd is not yet 
able to sit up. 


Those who left the hospital and are 


being cared for at their homes are also 
doing well, and altogether, the result 
on the accident is to prove far less se- 
rious than was feared. 


Much attention has been paid to the 


matter of the town line since the acci- 
derit occurred, and civil engineers and 
lawyers have been busy. It Is practi- 
cally certain that the point of the ac- 
cident is about 200 feet over the line in 
the town of Williamstown, so that the 
burden will fall 'on that town. This is 
likely to be heavy, but whether the 
town would make settlements or stand 
suit could nbt be told today. 


All the victims of the accident have 


retained counsel and. a riumber of 
photographs of the place were made 
Sunday in the interests ofl the victims. 


Civil Engineer Ldnnell, who is run- 


ning the town line for this city arid 
Williamstown jointly, was called Satur- 
day, and after making measurements 
gave it as his opinion that the accident 
happened in Williamstown. The Wil- 
liamstowni selectmen received informa- 
tion to that effect this morning, and 
have accepted it as true. 


Today Engineer Linnell was at the 


place making measurements in the in- 
terests of the victims. Cit:j Engineer 
Emigh made measurements for the city, 
ankl Engineer Bates of Pownal was at 
work for the town of Williamstown. 


Saturday night the town authorities 


ofl Williamstown were Inclined to dis- 
pute the claim that the accident hap- 
pened In that town, but yesterday they 
sent men to repair the road at that 
point. The railing which was broker* 
was not fixed till this morninr. 


As an illustration of the danger of 


the place, a local driver says that last 
week while taking a local party1 over 
the road, he made them ajl get out 
and walk at that point, and walked his 
horses, recognizing that it was danger- 
ous.

This was a substantial link between tho 
eocond empire and the reign of the 
"Grand Monarqae." or between the reign 
of Queen Victoria and that of William of 
Orange, for the Due de Richelieu was 
born in 1G90.

with tho Duke of Wellington. The due 
knew Robert Harley, earl of Oxford, and 
was intimate with Bnlingbroke. His wid- 
c\\ \iievv Mr. Diiiatli. yussl'oly 11*. Glad- 
stone and almost certainly Lord Gran- 
Tillc, who was nn attache of the British 
embassy in Paris in 1836.— London Spec- 
tator.

Novel Plan to Be Tried on Large 


Tract of Land. 


OEIOAGO MEN TO MANAGE 
IT. 


Bier Plot of Land NOT Hobart, Ind., 


Set Aiide For Experimcnt—AIl to 
Be OB ma Equality and to Have an 
Opportunity to Owa. Bontec *nd 
Share la Profit* of Scheme. 
A new enterprise in the way of a co- 


operative city i» soon to be started on 
a 600 acre tract of land near Hobart, 
Ind., if the plans which have been laid 
out by the Illinois Producers' associa- 
tion are carried into effect 
It is pro- 


posed to give all a chance to owu their 
homos and at the same time to share in 
tho products which ai-e manufactured 
in the city and grown on the ground 
which is to be set aside for farm use. 
There are alroady on the ground three 
or four manufacturing plants which 
are standing idle, and the association 
proposes to utilize these apd. build oth- 
ers. 


The tract of land upon which Jt la 


proposed to build the city is now own- 
ed by L. A. Bryan. Mr. Bryan pro- 
poses to turn tbe land over to the stock 
company which is now being formed 
and to becoaie himself one of the prin- 
cipal stockholders of the organization. 
It is sai-d that he does not even ask in- 
terest from the association, but is will- 
ing to take his share of the dividends, 
which will be declared quarterly, for 
his remuneration. 


In addition to tbe manufacturing 


plants on the ground there are also 
many cottages. Rent will be exacted 
for these at the rate of $200 a year. 
After the first year rebates will be paid 
on this amount at the rate of $10 for 
the first year, ?20 for the second, $30 
for the third, and so on, until at the 
end of the twenty-first year the rebate 
will be equal to one yearns rent. Then 
the person holding the house will have 
paid his rent for a lifetime, or if he 
dies before it is completed his wife will 
have the same benefit. In case of the 
death of both the house shall revert to 
the youngest child until he reaches the 
age of 21 years. 
At the end of this 


time, says tbe Chicago Times-Herald, 
the property reverts back to the asso- 
ciation. 


On this plan workingmen who desire 


to become members of the association 
are given the opportunity to have their 
own homes. The tenants are obliged 
to pay the taxes on the property, the 
Insurance and to keep the premises in 
good repair. In addition the employees 
share proportionately with the stock- 
holders of the enterprise. 
A certain 


per cent of their wages is to be taken 
up for stofk. 


It is proposed to hare an .Industrial 


school as one of the first steps in order 
that the children of the residents of the 
city may have, an opportunity to pre- 
pare themselves for gaining a livell- 
bood right at home. Gardening, farm- 
ing' and trades are to be taught Can- 
ning of all kinds of fruit and TOgeta- 
bler%ill be one of the principal' enter- 
prises, and the manufacture of farming 
utensils .will also be gone into exten- 
sively. It .is proposed to start the man- 
ufacturing establishments jnst as soon 
as possible, and within 00 days It is 
hoped the gardening and farming will 
be under way. 


Special efforts are to be made to in- 


terest the labor unions in the new plan.

KeiTupapers In 
Congressional Li- 


brary Beginning to Decay. 


Th*> late John Russell YOTUIST while 


librarian.of congress was fond of tak- 
ing newspaper friends into the stack 
devoted to the bouad filar, and exhibit- 
ing samples of journalistic work 100 
and raor-c years ago. He had a volume 
of The M-on-iieur winch he showed so 
often that it now bears the appearance 
of fraquent handling. 
The report of 


the trial of King Louis in 1792 from 
daj to day Sip. Young considered one 
of ttie great curiosities of the collection. 
The paper IB as strong and the print is 
as clear today as when the paper was 
issued. 
On» day recently Mr. E. C< 


Quinby of the Betroit Free Press visit- 
ed the library, IB Mr. Quiuby's con- 
versation -with the present librarian, 
Mr. Pntnam, a grave danger to tha 
newspaper flics of the present time 
was discussed. 
Mr. Putnam has been 


making investigations looking to the 
preservation of newspaper files in the 
library of congress, where already the 
collection has grown to be the greatest 
in this country and, with perhaps a 
single exception, the most complete in 
the world. The librarian, however, is 
appalled at the fate which threatens a 
very considerable portion of the files, 
especially those of the past few years. 


Experiments and examination have 


satisfied Mr. Putnam that many of the 
bound volumes now being added year- 
ly to the stack will not last half a cen- 
tury. They will crumble to dust. The li- 
brarian has only to go back to the ear- 
lier files which were printed on paper 
of the process and composition now 
used by most newspapers to discover 
that disintegration is already manifest- 
ing its presence. The paper now used 
•will, Mr. Putnam believes, turn to pow- 
der. A proposition to have copies In- 
tended for files printed on imperishable 
paper will be urged upon publishers.

nnd for the three months ended on 
Sept. 30, 1900, the amount was $131,- 
905. 
This is a very small percentage 


of the trade, but it no doubt could be 
increased if more attention were given 
to tbe matter."

A SECOND DARWIN. 


British Svrgreon Says Men Are Littla 


Remtov-cd From Apefl. 


A second DSfvrto bas sprung up, says 


the Chicago Times-Herald, in the per- 
son of Dr. McNarcara, vrho in lecturing 
before the British Royal College of Sur- 
geons, making the Hunterian oration, 
said it had been proved that man and 
the anthropoid ape were derived from 
the same stock, but that the nerve cen- 
ter which controlled man's faculty ot 
articulate utterance did not exist in 
apes, and consequently they could not 
acquire tbe power of speech. 


It appeared, he added, that the defect- 


ive anterior lobes in the brain of the 
ape were due to the small capacity of 
the creature's skull, caused by ossifica- 
tion during the first year of life into a 
rigid, closed 't'ase, within which the 
brain could not expand, whereas the 
brain of man did not consolidate until 
adult age, and so anterior lobes of his 
brain, including the nerve area control- 
ling speech, might continue to develop 
till he attained his twentieth year. 


But this, he said, was not always the 


rase, for the human skull found In the 
tertiary formation of Java was clearly 
on the border line between man and 
ape. 


STAMPS AFFIXED BY MACHINE 


French Government 'Will Have Slot 


Devices In All Fogtoftlcea. 


As a result of the persistent objec- 


tions of persons to licking postage 
etamps the French minister of posts, 
telephones and telegraph instructed the 
engineers attached to his department 
to design a slot stamping machine. 
Two types are now being experimented 
with. In one, after the coin is insert- 
ed, the machine wets and affixes th6 
stamp automatically if the letter is 
properly placed. 


The other weighs the letter, shows 


the amount of postage required, and 
upon the insertion of tfre price the 
stamp is printed directly from inked 
plates. Both machines are speedy and 
reliable. 
Every French postoffice will 


be provided with several as soon as 
they can be manufactured. 


Couldn't Shut Oat Yankee*. 


One of the ways in which Germany 


has been seeking to shut out American 
goods from her markets is by refusing 
advertisements of things in the United 
States. Frank H. Mason, the Ameri- 
can consul general in Berlin, reports 
to the state department that for the 
last six years the German trade papers 
have refused to publish advertisements 
of American bicycles and sewing ma- 
chines. The tariff did not shut out the 
AmoHrnn hlryclps so flip Of>rrrinn man- 
ufacturers got together and declared 
that they would patronize no paper de- 
voted to the bicycle trade which took 
advertisements of American wheels. 
Several German manufacturers of bi- 
cycles arc also manufacturers of sew- 
ing machines, and they decided to in- 
clude those in the boycott list. At firs* 
there was considerable damage done tc 
the American trade, but after awhile 
the Yankee traders flooded Germany 
with gorgeous posters and "taking" cir- 
culars and now are in a position to ig- 
nore the German trade papers, which 
they do.

"dreams" is neariag realization'as the 
result of the "billion dollar pool." That 
is the establishment of the greatest 
shipbuilding yards in the world right 
alongside the largest iron and steel 
plant ever projected. Statcn Island is 
the place- naiiit-d for these Industries, 
and some recent purchases of several 
hundred a<»es of shore land are said 
to have been made with this object 
finally in view. The canny Scot, says 
a correspondent of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer, has lived to see every other 
"dream" of his realized except this one, 
but he expects to see that one join the 
rest in actuality. He jokingly referred 
to them as dreams, but events have 
shown they merely were prophecies 
based on conditions that were bound to 
bring about such results. 


About five years ago Mr. Carnegie in 


an interview in Pittsburg on the future 
of iron and steel said, "The iron plant 
of the future will be in Birmingham, 
Ala., or tide water." 


He thought the business would either 


drift south from Pittsburg because of 
the proximity and cheapness of fuel or 
to tide water because of the growing 
demand for all sorts of iron and steel 
materials from abroad. Two years ago 
In an interview given out in London 
Mr. Carnegie said: 


"The next great shipbuilding yards 


•will be in the vicinity of New York." 


Strangely enough, the vast comblna 


tion that has resulted in retiring Mr. 
Carnegie from active participation in 
Iron and steel affairs of tbe future 
promises to work out both his prophe- 
cies. And in this the Erie canal plays 
an all important part. With this canal 
deepened, as is proposed, ore direct 
from the Lake Superior regions can be 
floated into New York harbor at far 
less cost than it can be hauled into 
Pittsburg. This will bring about the 
economic conditions foreseen by Mr. 
Carnegie when he prophesied that 
Pittsburg would lose its industry, and 
with such conditions prevailing the re- 
sult is plain. 


With ore floated into New York har- 


bor at a cheaper rate than it can be 
hauled into Pittsburg by railroad no 
power on earth can prevent finally the 
establishment of iron, steel, armor 
plate and other mills here; such is the 
Irresistible force of economic condi- 
tions. With ore dumped into barges in 
Lake Superior and towed here through 
a canal and transferred almost on a 
dead level to mills along the water 
front the problem is near solution. 


Pittsburg is inland. There is tbe first 


transfer of ore from mines to cars. 
There is another transfer to boats, an- 
other transfer and a lift to cars in Con- 
neant, O., then a long haul and a fifth 
and final transfer to mills. 


The problem now working out in 


New York will avoid two of these tre- 
mendously 
expensive handling 
of 


bulk. 


Appreciating this fact, it is said men 


representing the "billion dollar pool" 
have been buying shore lands on Staten 
Island and have taken options of sev- 
eral hundred acres at Moiitauk point. 
No one knows exactly what will be 
done, but that shipyards and iron 
plants will follow the deepening of. the 
canal is beyond doubt. 


Pittsburg is viewing the develop- 


ments in the iron and steel situation 
with apprehension if not alarm. 
An- 


drew Carnegie has said he will not 
abandon her, but this only would go to 
show how slight is her hold on the iron 
supremacy when she mnst depend on 
the word of one man. And, besides 
that, Andrew Carnegie has nothing to 
say in the active operations of the 
combination. That concern is positive- 
ly in the hands of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and should economic conditions say the 
great plants in Homestead, Braddock, 
McKccsport and Penn avenue in Pitts- 
burg ought to be closed they would be 
closed, all of Andrew Carnegie's pro- 
tests and promises to the contrary not- 
withstanding, 


Pittsburg will not listen to losing her 


great industry without a struggle. Al- 
ready there is talk of pressing her old 
pet scheme of a canal to Lake Erie. 
This of course would aid her in iron 
and steel supremacy almost in perpetu- 
ity. Could she only get the ore by wa- 
ter her position would be unassailable. 
But she gets it by rail from the lake 
front, a haul of more than 90 miles, 
and Ae rates stand between her and 
any tide water city that can bring.in 
the raw material by boat. 


When Mr. Carnegie was aoked to 


support the canal scheme, ho said it 
was a wonderful thing, "but unfeasi- 
ble." 
That put a damper on the plan 


for five years, but the menacing atti- 
tude of the "billion dollar pool" and the 
activity of this state in working for a 
ship canal have revived the plan in 
sheer self defense.

Desire to 


Lead Better Lives, Result of Two 


Weeks of Special Services 


Evangelist C. H. Yatman conducted 


farewell 
services at 
the Methodist 


church yesterday, and the meetings 
will long- V>p remembered, by those who 
were present for the earnestness of the 
* 
appeals made by Mr. Yatman, and. the 
deep interest inanifested at each gath- 
ering. Five meetings were held in all, 
including the two usual preaching ser- 
vices, an address to the Suriclay school, 
and the afternoon meetings • for young 
women and for men, the latter bein« 
held jn Kichmond theater. 


Mr. Yatinar.i began his special work 


here two weeks ago, and has held so- 
cial meetings every day during that 
time. From the first the interest has 
been marked, and the- attendance has 
grown steadily, until last evening, at 
the farewell service, the chv.r^h was 
crowded. Large numbers have imde 
known their desire to identify them- 
selves with the church, each service 
Sunday being, notable for the number 
who expressed their wish to lead better 
lives. 


Mr. Yatman differs from many evan- 


gelists in his attitude towards the ques- 
tion of having large numbers profess 
themselves to be converted, saying that 
emotionui conversions which often mean 
little are'not to be desired so much as 
earnest thought and action following 
deliberation, so that for some da.ys after 
beginning his services he did not call 
for these manifesttaions. Exit the num- 
ber who accepted the invitations which 
accompanied the later services has been 
such as to indicate a large measure oi 
good done by the services, and the 
members of the church which brought 
Mr. Yatrnan here are greatly pleased 
with his work. 


Mr. Yatman's motto, as exnressed 


when the special services were first an- 
nounced, "To make the bad people good 
and the good people better," has been 
amply mec, and the city as a whole, as 
well ast he church, should feel the influ 
ence ofl the services for a long time. 


On Faster Sunday, itw as announced 


at the farewell service, there will be a 
receiption of new members into the 
church, and it is expected that at that 
time a large nvTnbar will unite as a re- 
sult of the meetings. 


The services Sunday were all very 


largely attended. The morning seimon 
was upon the subject "The holy ghost," 
and followed closely the linbs of the 
sermon of the previous Sunday morn- 
ing, being one of the best that Mr. 
Yatman has preached.. 
The Sunday 


school and afternoon services for young 
women, were also largedy attended, and. 
at each the rJumber of those who ex- 
pressed their desire to lead better lives 
was larg-e. 


In tha afternoon Richmond theater 


was again filled for the second mass 
meeting that Mr. Yatman has conduct- 
ed for men. His theme was "Lamb of 
tiger," and he spoke of the dual na- 
ture of inan, that of the tiger, which 
name he gave to those impulses which 
are evil, and that of the lamb, by which 
he designated the belter part of life. 
The address was a forceful orJa and 
made a deep impression. 


The farewell service was very largely 


attended. After the opening exercises, 
Mr. Yatman recited what he called the 
"sunshine chanter" of the bible, the 
3,'th chapter of Isaiah, and spoke brief- 


I ly on it. 


Before beginning his sermon he gave 


a few 
-ords of farewell, in which he 


thanked all these who had helped to 
make the special services a success. He 
then led the audienbe in singing, with- 
out the organ, "In the sweet by,e and 
bye," and "Shall we gather at the 


' river?" 


As the text for the sermon, he took 


the Apostle John's description of the 


j heavenly city from Revelation 21: 13, 


"On the east three gates; on the north 
threw gates; on the south three gates; 
and on the west three gates." 


He spoke first of the setting of the 


] passage. St. John wrote that there shall 


i be no more soa. This, Mr. Yatman be- 


lieved. \vas suggested by the S9a which 
surrounded St John's island p-rison, and 
meant that there should be no more

It is return- 
able the first Monday in March and the 
trial promises to be among the most 
important heard in this county for a 
long time. At the June sitting of the 
superior court a master will be annoint

j facts, and there is a prospect of a sit- 
| ting as long as that of the famous ease 


of Brown againUt Brown. 


Thes uit is brought by Fred C. Ham 


of Albany, trustee in bankruptcy of 
Cebra Quackenbush of Pittsfield, Al- 
bany and Koosick, N. Y., against a num 
ber ofl defendants. These are Jchn F. 
Noxon, executor of the estate of the 
late ex-Attorney General A. J. Water- 
man, 
Ada c. McLeani and her husband 


of Albany, Mrs. Florence D. Grover and 
her husband of Flushing, L. 1., Mar;- A. 
McCandliss and her husband of Al- 
bany, these women being daughters of 
Ouackenbush, his wife, Minna W. M. 
Quackenbush, Agricultural national and 
anld City savings banks of Pittsfield, 
Edward S. Wilkinson and wife, Anna 
M. Richmond and Mary C. Quacken- 
bush, all ofl this city, Livingston Quack- 
enbush of Le Seur, Minn., and Samuel 
Bridges of Pittsfield. 


The financial troubles of Mr. Quack- 


erJbush are of many years' standing, 
growing out of his treasurership of the 
Wood mowing machine company of Al- 
bnay, which failed, and in which the 
late C. T. Sampson of ths city, Robert 
Pomeroy ofl Pittsfield and some others 
lost large sums of mo-ney. From time 
to time Mr. Quackenbush has been sued 
on claims, mainly from New York state 
parties and sent to Berkshire for col- 
lectionl 


In 1S98 he went into bankruptcy to re- 


lieve himself of these annojingr claims,, 
but there has been opposition to his dis- 
charge on the ground that he did not 
fully set out to the bankruptcy court 
all his assets, and much of his property 
is in Pittsfield. Hence the suit, the bill 
of which, drawn by Pingree, Dawes, Jr., 
& Burke, sets out in considerable de- 
tail the creations ol Quackenhush in 
regard to -his Berkshire holdings of real 
ty, which comprise the new American 
house block, the academy of music proa 
erty and some other real estate on 
Renne avenue and Cottage row in Pitts- 
field. 


For several years the late ex-Attor- 


ney General Waterman was counsel 
for Quackenbush, and through their 
dealings with each other the former'g 
estate ia now in'litlgatton. In short, tha 
trustee in bankruptcy alleges in his bill 
fraud on the part of Quackenbush, to 
the injury of his creditors, in the trans- 
fer of his property and the purchase of 
other estate. 


It is claimed that the transfer 
-ofl 


Quackenbush's interests in the Ameri- 
can house property, under the will of 


I his father, to Waterman, and also of 


i the academy of music to Edward S. 


i Wilkinson of this city for 
$500. was 


I fraudulent, and that indirectly Quack- 


I enbush furnished the money to pay for 


the same. 


It is also alleged that when Quacken- 


bush bought the interest oil his father. 
then deceased, in the American house 
property, from the heirs, Mary C. Quack 
enbush, Anna M. Richmond, Eliza C. 
Wilkinson and Livingston 
Quacken- 


bush the title went to his first y-ife. 
Annette G., although it ia claimed he 
furnished the monev for the .purchase. 
Subsequently it is claimed Quackenbush 
conveyed his own interests 
in the 


American house to Waterman. 


In December last y^ar a strip of land 


was bought in the rear of the American 
house of George W. Burban£, title to 
which was deeded to his present wife, 
Minna Quackenbush. 
although it is 


claimed that her husband furn;shed the 
money to buy the same. 


A number of counts in the bill set 


florth transactions in attachments, mort 
gages, etc., to banks and in other wavs. 
and these transactions make these in- 
stitutions defendants in the suit. The 
bill prays that the deeds to Annettte G. 
and Minna Quackenbush be set isde, 
and that a receiver of Quackenbush's 
estate be appointed to collect rentals 
and otherwise act for the benefit of the 
creditors in place of Quackenbush. 


Mayor 
Wilkinson whom the 
bill 


charges with having: been concerned in 
a fraudulent purchase of the academy 
of music in Pittsfield. was asksd in re- 
gard to the case this morninfe. He stat- 
ed the facts as follows: Mr. Quacken- 
bush, after his failure as a result of his 
connection with the Wood company, 
was given authority by his wife to tran- 
sact business for her. She boueht the 
furniture of Stanwix hall in Albanv.
